Stop Fooling! 


OME time back, in the gathering mists of antiquity, the 
S Deputies appointed a Committee on Administration. The 
Committee presented a report which contained a scheme 

for administrative re-organisation at an extra cost of £2,500 a 
year. Since then the Deputies have lost themselves in a maze of 
debates and committees on the subject. Or rather they have 
played a game of ninepins with each successive report, 
looking at it and discussing it, but only to floor it with a 
well aimed shot. What has moved them to this performance is 
the aching problem of whence that £2,500 a year was to come. 
The suggestion has been made that it should be raised 
by a voluntary levy on the Constituent Synagogues of one shilling 
per member per year, or about a farthing per week. But 
hands have been raised in horror at the bare idea of such a 
shattering impost. Sir ROBERT WALEY COHEN is cited as 
definitely opposing it, although the grounds of his opposition 
are not stated, any more than is the salient fact that neither 


the Council of the United Synagogue nor its Executive 


or Honorary Officers have been consulted. We suggest 
that the Board stop this fooling -with the question. 
Let the levy proposal be formally put to the United 


Synagogue Council, and let the other Synagogues be asked 
point-blank whether or not they are prepared to pay for an 
efficient Anglo-Jewish representative body. We believe that 
the answer may go a long way towards relieving the Deputies’ 
financial worries. What we do not believe is that playing hide 
and seek with an important matter can redound to the prestige 
of the Board. Going “on and on and on” may be a sign of 
heroic fortitude. But in this comparatively unimportant case 
it threatens to become ridiculous.

A Defence of Jewish 
Nationalism 


HELE recently came into my hands an invaluable pamphlet on 
‘he Jewish question. Itis entitled “The Jewish Problem— 
How To Solve It,” and is a reprint of an address delivered in June 
1915 by that great American Jew, Justice Louis D. Brandeis. Judge 
hrande's, as my readers know, is a member of the Supreme Court of 
America, & position of eminence to which he was appointed 
by the late President Wilson in the teeth of much opposition. 
His address deals with the great question of Jewish nationality, to 
which the minds of many thinking Jews will turn in the coming 
Passover. the festival of our national birth. Do we rightly celebrate 
that festival? Has Jewish nationality any meaning to-day for the 
world and for the Jew? There is no mistaking Judge Brandeis’ 
answer to these questions; and his lecture, glowing as it does with 
all the fice of a great fighter for social justice, deserved to be 
re-published to-day, despite the fact that since he wrote the Balfour 
Declaration has been given to the Jewish people. 


(toe Beandeis defines the Jewish problem in these words: 
 tlow can we secure for Jews, wherever they might live, the 
same riguts and opportunities that are enjoyed by non-Jews? How 
can we secure for the world the full contribution which Jews can 
make, i/ unhampered by artificial limitations?” The problem, he 


savs, has two aspects: That of the individual Jew and that of the 
Jews collectively. “Obviously, no individual should be subjected 
anywhere, by reason of the fact that he is a Jew, to a denial of any 
common right or opportunity enjoyed by non-Jews.” But 


Jews collectively should likewise enjoy the same right and 
opportunity toe live and develop as do other groups of 


people. ° This right of development on the part of the group 
rw essc (ial to the full enjoyment of rights by the individuals” 
(the italics ave mine). Yet this essential has been refused us. Why 
is it. asks Judge Beandeis, that Liberalism has failed to eliminate the 
auti./owish prejudice? His answer is: “ Because the Liberal move- 
ment Las not yet brought full liberty. Enlightened countries grant 
the to .udividual equality before the law; but they fail still to 
recoguise the equality of whole peoples or nationalities. We seek 
to protect as individuals those constituting a minority; but we fail 
to realise that protection cannot ba complete unless group equality 
alsois recognised. ... The new nationalism proclaims that each race 
or people, like each individual, has a right and duty to develop... . 
Not until these principles of nationalism are generally accepted will 
libert, be fally attained, and minorities be secure in their rights.’ 
/:onisi:, declares the writer, stands upon the broad foundation of 
nationality, and aims togive it full development. It is a movement 
to give to the Jew more freedom--to give him the right to live, at 
lis op'ion and in complete liberty, either in the land of his fathers 
or in some other country. That right is enjoyed by practically 
every other people, small orlarge. If and when it succeeds in its 
purpose the Jewish problem will be on the road to solution. Jewish 
Nationalism points the way.

But Judge Brandeis draws a 
distinction between a nation anda nationality. “ Likeness between 
meters is the essence of nationality; but the members of a nation 
aay be very different.” A nation may be, and often is, composed of 
man’ nationalities. Some of the most successful nations are—as 
Mr. Ormsby-Gore’s address to the League of Nations, by the way, 
conclusively showed. “The unity of a nationality,” says Judge 
Brandis, “is a faet of nature. The unity into a nation is 
largely the work of man. ‘The false doctrine that nation 
and u.‘ionality must be made co-extensive is the cause of 
some of our greatest tragedies. . . . As a nation may 
develop though composed of many nationalities, so a nationality 
‘clop though forming parts of several nations. The

JUDGE BRANDEIS quotes a noble passage from Mr. Wickham 

Steed’s book “ The Hapsburg Monarchy " a book which, on other 
grounds, drew much criticism from Jews when it was published. 
It speaks of the effect of Zionism on the Jewish University students 
in Vienna where Mr. Steed formerly represented THe Tres. 


“To minds like these, Zionisim came with the force of an evangel. 
To be a Jew and to be proud of it ; to glory in the power and pertinacity 
of the race, its traditions, its triumphs, its sufferings, its resistance to 
persecution, to look the world frankly im the face and to enjoy the 
luxury of moral and intellectual honesty ; to feel pride in belonging to 
the people that gave Christendom its divinities, that taught half the 
world monotheism, whose ideas have permeated civilisation as never the 
ideas of a race before it, whose genius fashioned the whole mechanism 
of modern commerce and whose artists, actors, singers and writers 
have filled a larger place in the cultured universe than those of any 
other people. This, or something like this, was the train of thought 
fired im youthful Jewish minds by the Zionist spark. Its effect 
upon the Jewish students of Austrian universities was immediate and 
striking. Until then, they bad been despised and often ill-treated . . . 
But Zionism gave them courage ... To-day the purple cap of the 
Zionist is as respected as that of any academical association. 


Whether what Mr. Steed wrote in the last sentence still holds good 
everywhere, I do not know. But Ido know of the tonic which 
Jewish Nationalism has administered to the Jewish morale. Take 
it away, and to what depths of despair would not thousands of the 
Jewish people sink to-day ” 


AS Jewish Nationalism any meaning for the world’? I have 
asked. Yes; it proclaims the right of a people to survive 
against oppression aud brute force. Has the vindication of that 
claim no significance as the world stands to-day? Moreover, have 
the principles the Jewish people stand for no validity for other 
nations, that Jewry should renounce life and be lost as a 
separate and potent entity? “America’s insistent demand in 
the twentieth century,’ says our writer, “is for social 
justice. That also has been the Jews’ striving for ages. : 
Loyalty to America demands that each American Jew become 
a Zionist. For only through the ennobling effect of its strivings 
can we develop the best that is in us and give to this country 
the full benefit of our great inheritance.” And what. of 
the theory that the world gains not by the destruction of 
differences among nations but by their cultivation? “We recognise,” 
says Judge Brandeis, “that with each child the aim of education 
should be to develop his own individuality, not to make him an 
imitator, not to assimilate him to others. Shall we fail to recognise 
this truth when applied to whole peoples? And what people in the 
world has shown greater individuality than the Jews? While every 
other people is striving for development by asserting its nationality... 
shall we voluntarily vield to anti-Semitism and, instead of solving 
our problem, end it by ignoble suicide? Surely, this is no time 
for Jews to despair! Let us make clear tothe world that we, too, 
are a nationality striving for equal rights to life and to self. 
expression!" Surely, I may venture to add, we have as much 
claim to “ equal rights’ as the nation in Central Europe that has 
gone down the steep slope to national dishonour under a leader 
whom it bas magnified into a god.

Cohn’'s 
From Mr. M. DUPARC 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
Sirk,--As an habitué at Cohn’s Restaurant during the greater part of 
its existence—beginning with its opening in Hatton Garden, afterwards 
when it was located for a time in Copthall Court and finally in Hounds. 
ditch—I was greatly interested in the lively and, in general, accurate 
reminiscences printed in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE of April 5th. I crave 
the hospitality of your columns for a few supplementary particulars, 


Joshua Cohn did not embark on his London venture as a novice, for 


he kept a restaurant in Berlin where he numbered among his clientéle 
many persons, not of the Jewish faith, who moved in high circles in that 
capital. He was, indeed, a lovable man, and for a number of years he 
had an efficient helper in the London business in Mrs. Cohn, a sweet little 
woman, who was an excellent cook. The reins in this department were 
subsequently taken over by Miss Cohn, popularly known as “ Anna.” 

Your correspondent omitted to mention the origin of “Cohn’'s Peerage 
Fund.” Most of the regular diners (we styled ourselves such, though we 
only went to luncheon) were on friendly terms with one another, and all 
readily responded to any appeal by one of our number for pecuniary help 
to “a deserving case.” The contributions asked for were small. but the 
appeals were frequent. Hence, one of the men privileged to sit at the 
“ Peer’s Table ” conceived the idea of creating a fund which would b> avai'- 
able for the purpose. The suggestion met with a hearty response, and so the 
“ Peerage Fund” arose. The regulars gave only a penny daily ; casual diners 
were also permitted to contribute, but a larger sum was asked for from them 
and they were expected to pay an entrance fee of 2/-, in return for which 
one of the “Peers,” Mr. Lewis Spiers, gave them a grotesque JUAW %D. 
The Fund was administered by two or three of the ‘* Peers,’”’ among them 
my friend, Abraham Wartski (who, I believe, was Chairman at the table 
to the very end), and the Treasurer was and is still Mr. S. M. Dubowski. 
Grants from the Fund were made only to private individuals and not also 
to Communal Charities, as stated by your correspondent, for it was too 
small to bear such a burden. The maximum sum granted was 30s., and 
the claimant for the grant had to supplement his daily penny by a gift of 
6d. for each 10s. obtained. The recipient remained unknown to the 
adininistrators. It once happened that so heavy had been the drain on 
the Fund that it became almost insolvent. All of us readily agreed to 
subscribe 2s. 6d. each to put it on its feet again. On Miss Cohn’'s death, 
it transpired that she had bequeathed £50 to the Fund, which sum was 
invested, the income being paid into The Glass.’’ It is still in existence 
at another restaurant near Houndsditch, which is frequented by some of 
the ** Peers.”’

Anti-Jewish Posters 


Reuter reports that lurid red posters have appeared in Munich 
headed with hideously distorted illustrations of Jewish faces. The 
text beneath runs as follows: “ The blood-members of this Jewish 
race of murder-bandits sit in the greatest business seats in Germany 
to-day. When will we learn that Jews in all lands are as necessary 
as rats in a granary?"’ The posters appeared with such suddenness 
that it has not so far been possible to establish who inspired them, 
but it is believed that Julius Streicher is the moving spirit. 


Furtwaengler’s Reconciliation 
“Full Agreement” with Hitler 


Dr. Wilhelm Furtwingler, who resigned his offices of conductor 
of the Berlin Philharmonic Orchestra, Director of the State Opera 
and Vice-President of the Chamber of Music last December, has been 
granted an interview by Herr Hitler. An official statement was 
issued that “full agreement” had been reached. It will be 
remembered that Dr. Furtwiingler resigned after a dispute with the 
authorities over his defence of works by Jewish composers and by 
Hindemith. Dr. Furtwangler has also had an interview with Alfred 
Rosenberg, and his return to active work is expected. 


Money Talks 


Dr. Goebbels's instructions to the Press recently contained the 
following paragraph: “When Pola Negri is appearing in a Polish 
film, it is pointed out to the German press that Cine-Alliance, the 
firm which produced the film, has brought nearly two million marks 
foreign exchange into German Export Trade during the last few 


months, in spite of the fact that both the proprietors, Dr. R. and P. 
are non-Aryans.”’ 


“Science is Nordic” 


“ The Fathers of Science, Pythagoras, Democritus and Hippar- 
chus, were obviously Nordics,’ declared Professor Tirala, Chief of 
the Department of Racial Hygiene in Munich University, in a 
lecture on “ Race and Scientific Genius" there. He claimed for the 
Nordic race Galileo, Leonardo da Vinci, the Pole Copernicus, and 
the Portuguese explorer Magellan. Dr. Tirala dealt at some length 
with “ the strange case" of Einstein. “ Einstein was merely a case 
of mass suggestion put over by the Jewish Press,” he said. 


The German Faith Movement 


The creed of the German Faith Movement, under Dr. Wilhelm 
Hauer of Tiibingen University, which claims over a million followers, 
has now been issued. Among its twenty-five points is the following: 
“If we turn from Jews in politics and business, in art and in law, 
then we can no longer allow our religious faith to be dominated by 
Jews. We believe no more in the Holy Spirit: we believe in the 
Holy Blood. ‘The Aryan paragraph has been introduced into our 
Evangelical Churches; it must be enforced. Jews and half-Jews 
must hold no Church office whatever. To-day neither St. Paul nor 
Jesus himself could be a pastor in the Chureh-——nor even a sexton.” 


Catholic Newspaper on the “ Stuermer” 


The KATHOLISCHE KIRCHENBLATT for the St. Barbara Com- 
munity, of Kray (Rhineland) pubiishes an article on “ Semitism and 
Anti-Semitism,’ containing the following passage: “ The attacks 
made by the STUBRMER on the Bible and on Jewry as a whole are so 
base—it described the Bible recently as a * fearsome crime-story '— 
that we cannot enter into arguments with it. It is only to be 
deeply regretted that the paper, which is rejected by all decent and 
truly Christian-minded fellow-citizens on account of the manner of 
its fight against the Jews, should carry on such extensive propa- 
ganda to spread its views.

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BUYING FROM JEWS 


The “Stuermer” Cites Many Cases 


Picket Taken to Police Station 


Number 13 (1935) of the Stvermer is remarkable for the 
surprisingly large number of cases of “ fellow Germans,” including 
Nazis, who have had business dealings with Jews. “I was told that 
even Party members are buying in Liéwenthal's jewellery shop,’ 
says a letter from Schwerin (page 3). “In order to convince myself 
of the truth of this assertion, I strolled along in front of the shop. 
I could hardly credit my eyes—within half-an-hour we saw enter 
the shop girlsin Nazi Girls’ League uniforms, people with Labour Front 
badges, Reichswehr soldiers and even the wife of a party member. 
As one of the soldiers passed us we enlightened him on the matter. 
The Jew saw us, came running up, heard from the soldier what we 
had said, and demanded our papers. When we refused he called a 
policeman, who took us to the station. (Incredible!) There we got 
into telephonic communication with our District Leadership, who 
applied to the municipal police authorities. But of no avail; the 
Jew triumphed and we were defeated. The following day, the 
same thing happened. And the Jew again triumpbed. Doar 
STUERMER, what have you to say to this?’ 

On page 6, an S.S. Leader of Biihl, in Baden, is taken to task 
for buying in a Jewish shop jack boots suitable for Nazi service; a 
black-list of Heppenheim citizens is given (they include an S.A, 
man); a notice that Pastor Kraus, of Hessen, buys of Jews; anda 
similar report about members of the Nazi Women’s League in 
Amdneburg, near Kassel. 

On page 8 is a copy of a letter sent toan erring Nazi by a fellow. 
Nazi of Elberfeld. “It appears to be unknown to you that we, as 
Nazis, are anti-Semites. A'though you are an officer of the Nazi 
Party you allow your child to be treated by a Jewish doctor. , 
I have been advised to move for your exclusion from the Party. 
However, as I know that this would involve loss of your employ- 
ment, am human enough to desist from this course of action if you 
draw the lesson from this letter and refrain in future from allowing 
those connected with you to be treated by Jews.”’ 

The Ziegenhain group of the Nazi Party has erected a large 
STUERMER display case “in order to remind its fellow-Germans of 
the correct attitude towards the Jews.’ The ceremony took place 
with pomp and circumstance, the S.S. and the S.A, taking part. 
The Mayor and district Nazi leader made speeches denouncing the 
“ baneful activity of world Jewry” and urging fellow-Germans to 
draw the logical consequences and cease buying of Jews, a lapse 
which, it was declared, had occurred in a number of cases. 

The FRANKFURTER VOLKSBLATT reports that an innkeeper of 
Oberbessingen (near Giessen) has bought of a Jew, and calls on him 
to “ cease these unsavoury transactions.” The NIDDAER ANZEIGER 
reports statements made at a local Nazi meeting to the effect that 
the country population was visiting Jewish shops. ‘ We warn every 
one of you,” it was declared. “ The day will come when you will 
rue the fact that you did business with Jews.” 

At a meeting of the National Socialist Trade and Economic 
Organisation, the Hago, held at Hildesheim, the District artisan 
chief who is also the district chief of the Hago, read out a list of 
names of people who had been seen buying in “ non-Aryan” shops. 
The chief speaker at the meeting, District Director Fink, of Nurem.- 
berg, who is the Business Manager of the STUERMER, described the 
list as a list of traitors. He was particularly angry with some State 
officials whose names appeared on the list, and he said that the 
entire list would be published in the STUERMER. 

The OST-FRIESISCHE TAGESZEITUNG, of Emden, publishes an 
article headed “ Buy Only In German Shops,” in which it complains 
that Jewish pedlars are still to be seen in the villages, and people 
there still buy from them. ~“ It is deplorable,’ says the paper,” that 
there are still co-racials who have not realised their duty not to 
buy from Jews.”’

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Aliens in Industry 


An Analysis of the Figures 
INTERESTING REVELATIONS | 


BY D. DOLOVITZ, 
The published volumes of the population census of 1931 of 
England and Wales and the Occupational Tables provide some 
interesting facts. Figures are given of the aliens employed, the first 
important detail being the total number of aliens in England and 
Wales. In 1911 there were 284,830 and in 1931, 183,869, a decrease 
of 100,961. The figure for 1921 was 230,134, showing that from 1911 
to 1921 they dwindled by 54,696 and from 1921 to 1931 by a further 
46,265. In 1921 the aliens numbered 230,134, and consisted of 129,509 
males and 100,625 females. In 1931 the male aliens were 100,547 
and the females &3,322. 
The 192] census shows the aliens as follows :

Of the male adults, 77,177 were occupied and over 14 years of age ; 
of the female adults, 25,676 were occupied and over 14 vears of age. 
Sociologists will find the foregoing remarkable in that the males 
outnumber the females, which is not the case in the general pouplation, 
We thus see that there are :

The unoccupied, of course, include retired persons. The above 
figures prove that the contention that aliens are serious competitors 
is groundless ; these figures nullify the complaint that aliens are 
taking the work away from native-born people. The fact is that all 
the aliens put together do not constitute much more than IT per cent, 
of the total number of persons in occupation. 

Let us now go into more detail. In Mining and Quarrying there are 
no women employed and only 541 alien men; and the Mining industry 
employs 836,793, over 99 per cent. British. In the Metal Working 
trades there are 2,489 alien men and 26 women employed. In trades 
dealing with skins, which include the furriers, there are only 1,432 
aliens, the furriers alone numbering 169 men and 233 women. The 
following classification is given :

In 1911 there were 22,640 alien tailors, men, and 5,188 alien women. 
By 1921 these figures were reduced to 19,856 and 4,930 respectively. 

Alien Boot and Shoe Makers in 1911 numbered 2,825 in all, and 
in 1931 they numbered 961. 

The aliens in the Dress and Blouse making industry have also been 
much reduced in numbers. In 1901 they were 3,549, in 1911 2,454; in 
1921 they were 1,831 and in 1931 they were 1,377, consisting of 63 males 
and 1,314 females. Thus, the alien workers in the industry of makers 
of goods and articles of dress has dropped from 26,786 in 1921 to 
21,100 in 1931. 

In 1921 workers in the tailoring trade numbered 75,945 males and 
128,760 females, 204,705 in all. In 1931 the numbers were 68,886 
males, 136,907 females ; 205,793 in all. Of these, the aliens, however, 
were only 10,292 men and 1,718 women. 

Amongst the makers of textile goods, who total altogether 857,440, 
less than 1} per cent. are aliens. 

The Boot and Shoe industry in 1921 had 117,893 alien males 
and 36,097 females employed init. Yet in 1931 there were only 961 
male aliens in that industry. Alien Cabinet makers in 1911 were 4,468 ; 
in 1921 this was reduced to 2,399, and in 1931 to 1,796. 

It must be remembered that there was no census in Northern 
Ireland in 1931, but that would affect the matter very slightly. The 
figures in the tailoring trade for 1911 and 1921 are not strictly com- 
parable on account of the introduction of new machinery and of some 
persons being engaged in auxiliary trades not in the classification.

Mr. MABANE: “ Can he say if there are any special reasons for 
allowing these aliens to work in this country ?"’ 

There was no reply, and Mr. Mabane said that in view of the 
unsatisfactory nature of the Home Secretary's original reply he 
would raise the matter again. 

Mr. WepGwoop (Lab., Newcastle-under-Lyme) asked the Home 
Secretary whether Dr. Dora Fabian was threatened by the police 
with deportation. 

Sir JOHN GILMOUR replied: “No, sir. Dr. Fabian came to this 
country in September, 1933, for a visit. She was first granted an 
extension of her stay till November, 1934, and was then granted a 
six months’ prolongation until May 83lst. No communication ‘was 
subsequently received from her or on her behalf up to the time of 


her death. At no time was she asked to leave the country or 
threatened with deportation.”

In Latvia To-day 
~~ 
Jewish Victims of Unofficial “Nazism” 


[By a Correspondent) 
Since the political upheaval in Latvia in May of last year, when 


M. Ulmanis, the head of the present Government, dissolved the Sejm 


and declared martial law, the whole fabric of Jewish life in that 
country has been shattered. 

It must be said that one advantage of martial law, which is still 
in continuance, from the Jewish point of view, is that the Jews are 
now protected from open attack. Previously this was not the cas, as 
the country was overrun by National Socialists of the Hitlerite type, 
whose propaganda was mainly concentrated on anti-Semitism. When 
M. Ulmanis marched in and took over the Government, he also took 
over the Nazi slogan of “ Latvia for the Latvians,” and consequently 
he found there was no need for a National Socialist Party. The Nazis 
were, therefore, officially dissolved ; and, although they continued 
their activities for some time by means of underground channels, 
the organisation has been gradually broken up. 

Economically, the Jew in Latvia to-day is a broken man. The 
old privileges of a national minority have gone, and to-day the 
Government has created a monopoly of the grain and timber 
industries, formerly dominated by the Jews, and has also made it 
very difficult for permits to be obtained for the import of goods from 
other countries—an activity which was almost exclusively Jewish. 
The Jewish middleman is being relentlessly crushed out, and if this 
policy is allowed to continue, he will swiftly be re luced to beggarvy. 

The position of the Jewish professional classes is similarly 
grave. The Nazi system has been followed of dismissing Jewish 
doctors from the dispensaries and hospitals. In many cases 
no reasons are given for these dismissals, but in others the conten. 
tion is made that the dismissed doctors were possessed of “ Left” 
tendencies. The same fact applies to the legal profession, and has 
been studiously followed with regard to Government and municipa! 
posts. When M, Ulmanis assumed control of the Government, the 
existing local councils were dismissed from office, and “ Judenrein "' 
councils were appointed by the Government direct. This applied 
even to towns where the majority of the population are Jewish. 
For example, in Letgalen, which is prelominantly Jewish, not one 
Jew has been allowed to remain in municipal office. The same 
policy has been pursued with regard to Jewish officials on the 
municipal staffs. 

Problem of Jewish Youth 


The problem of Jewish youth in Latvia has also assumed serious 
proportions. Formerly Jewish schools received the same treatment 
as other minority schools under the Education Department, but 
to-day all minority schools are incorporated in the general schools. 
These are of a notoriously low standard, aud are of no value to the 
Jewish population. The establishment of special schools has beén 
restricted by a decree doubling the number of pupils required in 
such cases, and in consequence Jewish special schools are only 
possible in densely populated areas. Government support for the 
Jewish secondary schools has been withdrawn, as has been the 
assistance previously furnished to the Jewish professional schools 
and gyymnasia. Entry into the learned professions has also been 
made extremely difficult for Jewish young men and women, and the 
outlook so far as these are concerned is gloomy indeed. 

Itis interesting to note that control of the religious side of those 
Jewish schools allowed to remain has been vested in the Aguda/ 
organisation. This is due to the fact that M. Dabin, the former 
Aqudah representative in the Sejm, is a personal friend of 
M. Ulmanis, and not becaus3 the Agudah are the strongest Jewish 
party in the state. The Agudahk have been very active in this con- 
nection, and have suspended many Jewish teachers, including a 
Rabbi who they considered did not come up to their standard of 
orthodoxy. One of the latest “decrees” of the Agudah is that 
Jewish history must no longer be taught in the Jewish schools, as 
they consider that the teaching of the Bible is amply sufficent. 

The Jewish Press was immediately suppressel on the coming 
into power of the new Government, with the exception of one daily 
the Hatxt. and a Zionist weekly which must, however, confine 
itself strictly to Palestinian notes. Both papers are, of course, 
subject to severe censorship. Permission for the HatnT to continue 
publication is also due to M. Dabin’s friendship with the head of 
the Government. 

To sum up the situation, although there is no official Nazidom 
in Latvia, in actual practice the Jew there is subject to the same 
oppression as his unfortunate brother in Nazi Germany. The 
Latvian Jew dare make no protest against his gradual subjection, 
nor can he even inform his fellow-Jews abroad because of his fear 
of reprisals. It is only through occasional visits of Jews from other 
countries that the plight of the 90,000 Jews in Latvia is being 
brought to light, and it is not too much to say that the full story of 
the crushing of Latvian Jewry has not yet been fully told.

HEBREW ORTHOGRAPHY : A SUGGESTED INNOVATION 

All teachers of Hebrew experience much difficulty in teaching 
their pupils to differentiate between Sheva Na and Sheva Nach. 
In order therefore to lighten the task of the teacher, and 
facilitate the correct reading of Hebrew, I strongly advocate 
that in the case of Sheva Nach the two perpendicular dots 
under the letter in the middle of the word should be discarded (as 
at the end), and that only the two dots indicating Sheva Na be 
retained. If this alteration were adopted by publishers of Hebrew 
books, they would confer a boon upon elementary Hebrew educa- 
tion, and correct reading would thereby be enormously helped, 
even for adults with no knowledge of Hebrew grammar. In these 
days of the Hebrew revival, no harmless and rational innovation 
should be shunned merely because ‘it is a departure from tradition 
and usage.—The Rev. A. NewMAy, 55, Tichborne Street, Leicester.

A Jewish History Scholarship 
From Rabbi ISRAEL ABRAHAMS 


To the Editor of Tare JEWISH CHRONICLE 


Sirn,—The suggestion contained in Mr. Sunlight’s letter, which 
appeared in your issue of the 29th ult., deserves the wholehearted support 
of the Community. Of all branches of Jewish knowledge, the most 
neglected is the study of Jewish History; yet, for our generation, it is 
perhaps the most important. It is amazing and appalling to observe how 
little of our past is understood or known not only among the more ignorant 
classes but even in the better-read and more intelligent circles, The 
strangest anomaly of all, perhaps, is the ignorance displayed sometimes 
even by those who have specialised in a particular branch of Jewish 
literature, for instance the Talmud, with the result that they evince a 
hopelessly naive or obscurantist attitude towards Jewish affairs. 

In recent years, it is trne,a landable attempt has been made to intro- 
duce the study of post-Biblical Jewish History into the curricula of our 
Religion Classes and Talmud Torahs. This new orientation deserves every 
recognition and praise ; it shows that at last it has been realised that some 
knowledge of our history is necessary to the spiritual equipment of the 
Jewish child. But so far only a beginning has been made: there is 
tremendous room for improvement. 

As a Minister and teacher, I have always felt and repeatedly preached 
the paramount importance of devoting more time and emphasis to the 
study of Jewish history ; but the truth of my own thesis came home to 
me with new and addel force this year in connection with the 
Maimonides’ centenary. Though the great scholar's fame was recognised 
by the Gentile world, and space was devoted to his life and works in the 
non-Jewish press, yet to the majority of our children (1 am referring, of 
course, to senior pupils) his life-story and achievements were completely 
terra-incognita, The teacher's task, moreover, bristled with difficulties. 
When referring to the “Siraj,” one discovered that it was necesary to 
spend at least one lesson explaining what was meant by the Mishnah. 
To show the importance of the “Mishneh Torah” the Talmud had, 
perforce, ‘to be mentioned: but, alas, to so many Jewish children the 
Talmud was little more than a name. Itis needless to say that when one 
came to the “ Moreh Nebuchim,” the subject-matter of which is inherently 
difficult, the perplexity increased more than ever. 

The time has come, in fact is long overdue, for us to re-organuise our 
educational methods. It is universally admitted that the time at the 
disposal of the Jewish teacher is lamentably short. It is consequently 
obvious that emphasis ought to be given to essentials; and, where possible, 
home-reading should be encourged. The study of Jewish History is 
indubitably essential, it is vital to our very existence. Jewish History is 
the greatest interpreter of Judaism. One may even go further and say 
that without a knowledge of Jewish History one cannot understand 
Judaism, certainly not in its proper perspective. Mr. Sunlight's scheme 
for establishing a Jewish History Scholarship for childven between the 
ages of thirteen and sixtecn would prove a powerful incentive to serious 
home-stady. 

The original impetus might arise from a desire to win the prize ; buat 
when the children grew older they would realise that their studies had 
given them something far more precious than the possibility of excelling 
in competition. 

The sum of £100 which Mr. Sunlight asks for is a very modest amount. 
The good work it can achieve is out of all proportion to the sum required. 
I hope the Community will not be lacking in vision, and that generous 
donors will be readily forthcoming. One would like to hope that as the 
suggestion emanated from Manchester, the Manchester Community will 
be the first to respond. But benefactors from other cities would definitely 
not be discouraged,

Mr. P. H. Schwarzschild’s “Jewish Chronicle” Letter 


STORM IN THE “COUNCIL 


The letter, signed by Mr. Percy H. Schwarzschild which appeared in 
THE JEWISH CHRONICLE of April 5th under the heading of “Jews’ College 
Finance,” was severely criticised by members of the Council of Jews’ 
College at the meeting which was beld on Tuesday evening at Woburn 
House, the Chairman of the Council, Mr. 8S. Japhet, presiding. The 
following letter was read from the Hon. Anditor, Mr. Sidney Reichenbersg : 

“It has been brought to my knowledge that Mr. Percy Schwarzschild, a 
member of the Council of Jews’ College, has arraigned, in an article published 
in THe JEWISH CHRONICLE, the Coancil, Treasurers, Trustees and Auditors of 
the College, for neglecting to observe the laws of our institution, which forbid 
us to invest monies in ordinary shares. We have never done this and Mr. 
Schwarzschild knows it. I personally have devoted myself for years to the 
control of the finances of Jews’ College, and feel extremely hurt by such an 
unfounded and unwarranted challenge. I should feel obliged if you would ask 
your Council to protect me against such attacks. 

Mr. JAPHET said the remarks of Mr. Schwarzschild were not correct. 
“We have never invested,” declared Mr. Japhet, “otherwise than in gilt- 
edged securities. Our interest in Concordia Estates does not come under 
the category of investments, and I shall prove that.” Mr. Japhet pro- 
ceeded to give details of the College's relations with Concordia Estates. 
He asked Mr. Schwarzschild to withdraw with an expression of regret 
the allegations made in his letter to THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, or to resign 
his seat on the Council. 

Mr. SCHWARZSCHILD after making it clear that there was no personal 
venom on his part, declared that when he saw money given to the College 
as donations from the public and then paid away on calls in consequence 
of the holding of Concordia Estate shares he would always protest. 

After lengthy discussion a motion that Mr, Schwarzschild be asked 
to withdraw the letter which he wrote to THE JEWISH CHRONICLE with 
an expression of regret at having written it and that if he did not do so 
he should be asked to resign, was carried nem con. 

The meeting agreed that the Annual Speech Day be held on Sunday, 
the 19th May, and that Mr. 1. M. Sieff should preside ; that the Jews’ 
College celebration of the 800th anniversary of the birth of Maimonides 
should be celebrated simultaneously with the Speech Day proceedings.

THE TALMUD FOR ENGLISH READERS 


The Talmud. Seder Nezikin. ‘Translated into English with Notes, 
Glossary and Indices under the Editorship of Rabbi Dr. I. Epstein. 
Foreword by the Very Rev. the Chief Rabbi Dr. J. H. Hertz. (Soncino 
Press. 9 gns. per set of 8 vols.)

The title above written has only within the last few days 
expressed an accomplished fact instead of a pious hope. What had 
seemed to be an impossibility has been, in part at least, overcome 
by the courage and enterprise of 
the Soncino Press. The first 
eight volumes have appeared of 
the only scientific translation of 
the Talmud into English. For 
the first time, the reader who 
cannot read the original will be in 
a position to know what the 
Talmud really contains; and he 
will, if he chooses to take the 
trouble, be able to guard himself 
against the danger of garbled 
quotations, taken at second hand. 

For centuries the Talmud has 
been, outside the ranks of Jewish 
scholars, a sealed book, yet one 
not wholly unknown. It had the 
reputation of being an uncanny 
book, in whose pages might be 

RABBI Dr. I. EpsTeIN found, if only one could read them, 

(Editor of the Soncino Talmud) all sorts of mysterious things, some 

of them profound, some trivial, 
some blasphemous, some fantastic, some wise, some foolish—no one 
eould exactly declare. It was known that to Jews the Talmud was 
an object of veneration, and the Jewish religion lay under the same 
uneasy suspicion with which the Talmud was regarded. It is true 
that during the last half-century some progress has been made 
towards a better understanding of the Talmud by non-Jewish 
scholars; but the progress has been slow, and the difficulty great. 
There is still a barrier which hinders mutual understanding between 
Jews and their brethren of other faiths. 

The significance of the new translation of the Talmud, or part 
of its significance, lies in the fact that one considerable part of 
the barrier is now removed, one obstacle taken away from the 
path of those who would intellectually and spiritually come into 
closer touch with each other. They are ina better position to 
understand what men of the opposite faith believe and why they 
believe it. By means of this translation the Jews virtually say to 
the non-Jews, Come and see for yourselves. You have believed 
this and that about our religion, and about the Talmud in which 
it is enshrined, and you have variously misjudged (or so we think) 
both the one and the other. Now we throw open to you the doors 
of the shrine; enter and learn what of truth you find there. And 
do it for the sake of the truth.” 

The new translation is a great gesture of goodwill, an effort to 
make straight one of the crooked paths in which some of the 
children of men have walked too long. Surely, an object worthy of 
the immense expenditure of time and labour, to say nothing of 
money, which has been lavished upon it. Even if the work had 
been as poor in execution as it is great and splendid, it would have 
served in some small degree to accomplish its purpose. But no 
pains have been spared by those who have worked upon it to make 
it as nearly perfect as was humanly possible. 

The editor, Dr. Isidore Epstein, and his band of scholars have 
produced a translation which is a marvel of skillin dealing with the 
formidable difficulties which the Talmud presents. They have 
avoided the easy method of loose paraphrase, which gives no 
assurance that what is in the text is reproduced in the translation 
or makes the text responsible for what it does not contain; and on 
the other hand they have avoided the no less dangerous method of 
a too literal rendering, which presents the reader with only an 
unintelligible string of words. As every one knows who has read it, 
or done his best to read it, the original text does not express in the 
written word thecomplete meaning of what is intended tobe conveyed, 
and there is constant need of expert interpretation, based on tradi- 
tion, to supply what is left unsaid. The translators in the present 
instance have shown great judgment in their task, and have 
produced a versionin clear readable English, whose meaning no one 
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could mistake. Where further help is needed it is given 
notes, short and to the point, and never superfluous. 

If the translators, and especially the Editor on wioy, the 
heaviest burden must have fallen, have done their wo; well, y 
less praise is due to the publishers and all who have had 9 «¢), 
the outward form of the book.

No. 806.—A Very Modern View of Passover 


My Dean COUSIN, 

, fow of us were at the Antiquary’s the other evening and the 
old man got talking about Passover. He was pointing out that, for 
the most part, the “outward aspect” of the Festival received due 
attention these days. People bought all manner of eatables: the 
Roclesiastical authorities of various shades of orthodoxy outvied 
each other in the comprehensiveness of their lists of the purveyors 
of Passover fare. All this was to the good. But the inwardness of 
the Festival, especially its commemoration of the acquisiton by the 
Jewish people of their freedom from bondage, apparently received 
but little attention. Even supposing the Exodus to have been no 
historical event, there is still propriety in having in the calendar 
a Festival dedicated to Freedom. Freedom! How much that is 
precious the word denotes! As fresh air and proper food for the 
body, so is freedom a necessity for the mind. A man who can think 
for himself and form his own opinions and express them is, indeed, 
in a fortunate situation. He can walk with head erect; he can fee! 
himseif a man, 

ben the Jews left Egypt they first learned the value of 
freedom: freedom of thought has been a principle with them ever 
since, they were reminded of it each year as Pesach came round. 

The Antiquary stopped for a while deep in thought. He then 
took up his parable again and suggested that to-day more than ever 
the Passover has a needed lesson for the world. After centuries of 


striving, the population of Europe had achieved a measure of 
freedom —freedom against arbitrary power and unjust laws. Within 
recent memory, however, great numbers of the inhabitants of Europe 
had either voluntarily given up this precious possession or had it 


fiched from them. 


| was looking at a map of Europe the other day, the old man 
went on, and for my own information I compiled a table of countries 
where free institutions still prevailed and of those where tyranny 
had established itself. Leaving out smaller political entities like 
Liechtenstein or San Marino, there are, I believe, twenty-six 
States in Europe of greater or less importance. Of these, thirteen 
continue to retain democratic institutions ('); seven are tyrannies 
of the Right (), one a tyranny of the Left (Russia), one a tyranny of 
the Middle (Estonia) and four on the way to becoming tyrannies 
Hungary, Poland, Rumania and Turkey). It is fashionable to speak 
of Dictatorships, but what else is Dictatorship but tyranny ? 

in the Democracies parliaments still ruled; there men enjoyed 
civil liberty: their persons and their property were protected; they 
enjoyed religious liberty: they were unmolested in the expression 
of religious opinions and the practice of worship; they enjoyed 
political liberty: to some extent or other they participated in the 


government of the country and they could express their views in 
the Press. Differences of opinion were tolerated ; men realised that 
in a democracy there must be give and take; there must be 
neigh bourly consideration of one citizen for another. In a word, 


democratic habits foster the sense of personal independence and 
express themselves in the phrase “ Live and let live.” 

Jewish opinion must necessarily be in sympathy with 
democracies, for the democratic spirit has been moulded throughout 
the ages by Jewish thought—largely through the influence of 
Christianity. Jews have taught that God is the Father of mankind 
aud that all men are brothers and members of one family. Rabbi 
Meir used to say that the dust out of which Adam was made was 
collected from every part of the world. The moral is obvious. In 
the Jowish view, man was created in the image of God. Call this a 
‘act or think of it as mythology, it is a noble conception. The 
(olden Rule is the basis of all Jewish Ethics; can a more splendid 
Principle be enunciated to serve as the foundation of all democracies ? 
Love your neighbour as yourself" is good, sound Jewish teaching.

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Tyranny of the Left is enthroned in Russia, which occupies a 
large extent of the area of Europe. Tyranny of the Right, in 
support of the possessing or the ruling classes you will find, apart 
from Italy, in Bulgaria and Yugoslavia, Portugal, Latvia and Austria. 
The present Constitution of Austria begins with the statement: 

In the name of God, the Almighty from whom all right proceeds, 
the Austrian people receives the Constitution for its Christian, 
German, Federal State on a corporative foundation.” If it were not 
so tragic it would be comic to observe that Tyranny in Austria, 
ruling by brute force, oppression, wrong and injustice, labels itself 
as divine. 

Bat the worst expression of tyranny is that prevalent in 
Germany. During the last three years, all the Commandments 
have been broken in that country. The land has been polluted by 
bloodshed ; injustice stalks abroad; and brute force holds down 
by ite terror a people of over sixty millions. Many of the most 
horrible characters, brutes every one of them, are the political 
leaders ofthe land. One need only look ata picture of Hitler to 
see what a common gangster he is ; one glance at the face of Goering 
plainly shows that he is a bully and a brute. The rest of the robber 
band are true to type. Most of them are criminals; the record of 
those who were shot on June 30th, 1934, was held up to public 
opprobrium as an excuse for their murder. The record of those 
who are left behind is no better. Birds of a feather flock together. 
They rose to power by lying; they retain themselves in power by 
lying ; and they are carrying on a policy of lying in their foreign 
relations. The tyranny in Germany has spread terror in Europe. 
Men say, a mad dog is loose and we must beware. 

The old gentleman was here interrupted by a questioner. 
People say, one of the listening group declared, that we should pay 
some attention to Mosley in this country, although at the moment 
he may have little influence. Hitler likewise started small, but he 
succeeded. “Do you think there is substance in the analogy ? "’ 

“Certainly not,’ the Antiquary replied, without hesitation. 
“ Fascism,” he went on, * is a pestilential and noisome germ which 
obtains entry only into a sick body politic. Germany was sick and 
the deadly germ which makes its victim mad entered into it. But 
this country is healthy and healthy bodies are able to retain within 
them all manner of germs. The health of the body conquers the 
germ and the body remains healthy. Mosley and his gang may rage, 
but as long as Britain retains its national health, the noisome 
Fascist germ will be unable to make inroads into the national life.’ 

“ Make no mistake about it,” the Antiquary concluded, “ Fascist 
tyrauny is the very opposite of justice and fairness and decency. It 
is the negation of all that Judaism and Christianity hold dear. Only 
by Righteousness van a nation be established. If this is one of the 
eternal verities of life, Fascism will have its day and cease to be. 
After all, in thirteen countries the democratic spirit still prevails. 
Passover still has its lesson. Long live Freedom! ”

COMMUNAL PARLIAMENT’S. FINANCIAL DIFFICULTIES 


Nearly the whole of last Sunday's meeting of the Jewish Board 
of Deputies over which the President, Mr. NEVILLE J. LASKI, K.C, 
(Spanish and Portuguese) presided, was occupied with a lengthy 
discussion on the interim statement submitted by Mr. S. Rowson, 
the Chairman of the Committee on Ways and Means, which followed 
the recommendations of the Rowson Committee on Administration. 

After the Deputy-Chairman of the Law and Parliamentary 
Committee, Mr. A. S. Diamonp (West London), had presented the 
Report of that Committee which was carried, Mr. LEONARD G. 
MONTEFIORE, O.B.E. (Anglo-Jewish Association) presented the Report 
of the Joint Foreign Committee. 


In the course of the paragraph dealing with Germany, the Report states: 
The usual methoi employed tor extending the Aryan paragraph further and 
further into commercial and industrial life is an intensive campaign of calumny 
and slander, which employs any falsehood, however grotesque, in order to 
achieve its object. When local fee'ing has been sufficiently excited in this way, 
the arbitrary dismissal of Jewish employees is declared to be justified on 
account of the damage likely to accrue through popular resentment to those 
businesses where they are still employed. Every form of pressure is brought to 
bear upon Jewish business men to induce them to ‘‘co-ordinate”’ their businesses, 
that is, to sell out their interests to Aryans. The serious effect of this 
policy on Jewish prospects in the few walks of life which stiil remain open to 
‘**non-Aryans,”’ is obvious, 

After referring briefly to the Jewish situation in Austria, Danzig and 
Poland, the R says that in Rumania, ‘the campaigao of th: ex-Premier, 
Vaida-Voevod, for the * numerus valachicus,”’ whereby he hopes to restrict the 
activities of the minorities in all occupational fields in proportion to their 
numbers, is receiving the ardent support of the anti-Semitic parties. The 
movement is, however, meeting with much criticism in the Press, and is not 
favourably viewed in quarters associated with the Government. Ina reference 
to Czechoslovakia the Report records the suicide of Dr. Gach, and the circum. 
stances which led thereto. 


Christians Persecuted by Nazis 

Mr. MONTEFIORE referred to the leading article which had appeared 
in the previous day's issue of THe Times in connection with the con. 
ference at Stresa, in which it was stated: “It is far more important 
to prepare for a better future than to recriminate about a muddled 
past.” He could not think, said Mr. Montefiore, that any Christian 
Englishman could ignore altogether the thought of the Lutheran 
Yastors now in the concentration camps or that any lover of justice 
could ignore the news of the two men who were beheaded the other 
day for acrime which they were alleged to have committed five years 
ago aud for which they had already been acquitted at a previous court, 

The Report was carried. 

The Report of the Press and Information Committee was adopted 
on the motion of Mr. S. Rowson (Manchester, Central). 

Mr. JOSEPH MELLER, O.B.E. (Anglo-Jewish Association), Chair- 
man of the Foreign Appeals Committee, moved the Report of the 
Committee which recorded the postponement of the Polish Appeal 
to avoid clashing with the Third German Appeal at present in pro- 
gress. Mr. Mellor said that Mr. Laski and he had arranged with 
Barclays Bank for an advance of £1,750 to provide Passover relief 
for Jews in Poland, Russia and the Ukraine. 

The Report was carried. 


Finding Funds for Efficiency 
Mr. S. Rowson made his interim statement as Chairman of the 
Committee on Ways and Means, of which the following is an abstract : 


The Committee of Ways and Means devoted its attention first to the problem 
of raising the additional £2,500 annually which was estimated as desirable by 
the Salmon Committee. After classifying the various proposals offered for 
raising funds, the Committee first examined the possibilities of increased revenue 
from the existing constituencies. On the figures of membership it was found 
that the Board’s revenue works outat roughly one shilling per member per year. 
Attention was directed to the possibilities of increasing the Board’s income by 
voluntary levies on Synagogue members in Great Britain and Ireland. Sir Robert 
Waley Cohen, Senior Vice-President of the United Synagogue, was approached 
on the subject and it was found that he was not prepared to support a request 
for any further financial assistance from the United Synagogue, and that he was 
very definitely opposed to it. In view of the fact that there are held ina number 
of Synagogues soon after Passover annual or semi-annual neetings, the Com- 
mittee suggested circularising an enquiry to the Synagogues throughout the 
country, which are constituents of the Board, an enquiry as to whether they 
would agree to increase their contributions to the Board by an amount equal to 


one shilling per year pee member or alternatively agree to a voluntary levy of 
one shilling per member per half-year. 


Mr. Rowson said that one of the reasons why it had been 
difficult to raise finances in the past was that there was very little 
contact between the Board and the members of the Synagogues who 
constituted between eighty and ninety per cent. of the Board. It 
was fantastic to suggest that a sum of £2,500 which was all that 
they needed in order to forward the Board's own approved recom. 
mendations, could not be raised from a Community which contained 
nearly 800,000 people. The simplest course for them to adopt, in 
the opinion of the Committee, was to see if they could not get their 
money from the existing constituencies. If a campaigu were 
launched at the annual and semi-annual meetings which took place 
soon after the Passover holy-days, he had very little doubt but that 
there would be a surprisingly good response, and that they would 
see their way clearer to the final solution of their difficulties.

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PALESTINE’S FOREIGN TRADE 


Tariffs or Quotas ? 
THE MANDATE AND FISCAL PROBLEMS

i, the sphere of Colonial development the years which preceded 
the War were largely characterised by a tendency away from freedom 
of trade and towards an ever closer commercial relationship with the 
‘ndiv.Jual Mother Country, and with that country alone. Thus, by 
means of preferences, discriminatory tariffs, and other devices, the 
latter was enabled to monopolise an increasing share in the trade 
of tie particular Colonies concerned. 

\Vith the coming of peace the question of the dispositions to be 
made in regard to the large territories in Asia, Africa and elsewhere, 
whi) had been given up by Germany and Turkey, brought to the 


fore oace more, at any rate in regard to those territories, the issue 
of “she Open Door,” It was in such circumstances that, for reasons 
not wholly altruistic, it was decided in the formulation of the different

Limited Bargaining Power 
\Yhatever the original intentions of the sponsors of this provision, 


in practice it has by no means worked out in the interests of the 
Mandated territory. In a world in which free trade was the rule rather 


than the reverse such @ provision might have been unexceptional ; 
in the kaleidscope of present-day international trade, however, in 
which tariffs, quotas, subsidies and currency restrictions create a 


conplex pattern of interacting forces, a territory like Palestine finds 
itself severely handicapped by the limitation: on its bargaining power 
which this clause has been held to involve. 

i is necessary at this stage to refer briefly to the figures of 
Palestinian trade with countries abroad. Not the least interesting 
of the compendious collection of statistics which go to make up the 


Annual Blue Book of the Palestine Government, are those which 
deal with this subject. Imports and exports are classified and 
reclassified, divided and sub-divided, through nearly a hundred pages 
ot tales and figares. Krom this maze of statistics there emerge certain 


salicut points. The outstanding fact, Palestine’s very large negative 
trade balance, is, of course, well known. Thus, during 1933 imports

interual market, to fulfil whose wants will for some time fully occupy 
iuost_of the newly established industries. But to achieve a balanced 
econuy exports will undoubtedly have to play a more important 
part i) Palestine’s future than they do to-day. 


Restrictions on Palestine Goods 
ready in the course of the past few years, the question of the

‘ “\Ues from abroad, has now directed herself towards providing a 


toader base for her production. Her experience of the far-reaching 


effect of the drop in value of her staple product, which has accompanied 
the depression, was sufficiently unfortunate to cause her to reverse 
the policy of many decades and to attempt a more varied agriculture. 
Nevertheless, the steepness of the decline in Palestine’s export figures 
to Egypt makes it clear that it is primarily the tariff, and not her own 
production, which is the factor responsible for the striking reduction 
that is taking place. 

There are other figures no less remarkable to be extracted in 
connection with the trade with other countries. In the case of Turkey, 


which exported goods to Palestine to the value of about £500,000 - 


in 1934, but imported only £173 worth in return, it may be objected 
that there is little that Palestine produces that Turkey does not herself 
produce, and, accordingly, there is no scope for an export from Palestine 
to that country. Nevertheless, the fact remains that Palestinian goods 
are admitted to Turkey only against maximum tariffs, wile in the 
case of goods coming to Palestine from Turkey there is no such tariff 
discrimination. In any case, the argument with regard to Turkey 
does not apply in the case of a country such as Rumania, whose exports 
to Palestine in 1933 totalled £582,000, a figure which reached £953,000 
in 1934, her imports from Palestine being approximately 8 per cent. 
of her exports in 1933, and even less, about 6 per cent. in 1954 
(£43,000 and £60,000 respectively). Despite her remarkably favourable 
trade balance, Rumania imposes very considerable restrictions on the 
entry of Palestinian oranges, for which there is a good potential market 
in Rumania. 

Another, and aggravated, example is that of Hungary, which 
in 1933 imported altogether about £170,000 worth of oranges, but 
since import permits were refused in respect of Palestinian oranges, 
Palestine’s share in this trade was negligible. Despite this fact, in 
1934 Hungary exported £115,000 worth of goods to Palestine, taking 
in return only £920. Of this sum, £7 represented agricultural produce 
(i.e., including oranges). 

All this is the more remarkable in view of the fact that Palestine’s 
great excess of imports over exports should place her in a most 
favourable bargaining position in relation to the different importing 
countries. She should be in a position to claim adequate facilities for 
marketing her own products in those countries from which she received 
large imports. As we have seen, however, this is very far from being 
the case; and the explanation lies in no small measure in the economic 
clauses of the Mandate already referred to. 

Palestine can, of course, through Great Britain, enter into com- 
mercial treaties with the different countries with whom she trades, 
but such treaties are based in general on the mutual grant of special 
concessions by the respective contracting parties. Since, however, 
Palestine is in general precluded from offering tarnff advantages to 
these countries, there is no inducement for them to give Palestine 
any special facilities in their own markets. _ 


Quotas and their Administration 

Recently, the introduction of a quota system has been advocated, 
it being contended that such a system, based as it is not on a dis- 
criminatory tariff, but on a reciprocal guid pro que, partaking more 
of the nature of a barter arrangement, would not infringe Clause 18 
of the Mandate. On_the legal issue here involved, the Mandatory 
Government has not yet expressed its views. It seems fairly clear, 
however, that certain types of quota might very well be held to fall 
outside the scope of that clause. But in this connection it must at 
once be conceded that the imposition of almost any quota system 
is subject to serious disadvantages. Such an arrangement is in general 
far more cumbersome in practice than is a system of tariffs. It implies 
inevitably a very considerable measure of administrative interference 
with trade, an incursion of red tape into the commercial organism, 
with all the irritations and delays which close Governmental super- 
vision of individual commercial transactions would involve. 

A quota, it must be remembered, cannot be applied to any 
commodity without including in its range imports of that commodity 
from all countries, and in general experience elsewhere of quotas, and 
of the “ groaning bureaucratic machinery ” which they have involved, 
has in the past not been such as to encourage their extension. They 
have been as sand rather than as oil in the wheels of international 
trade. ‘ 

It may be that a quéta system can be devised for Palestine which 
would not conflict with the Mandate, and which would be justified 
by adequate benefits in the shape of largely increased exports. But 
the topic requires a far more precise statement of what is actually 
proposed than has so far appeared in the writings of its protagonists. 

It is to be hoped, however, that the possibility of devising a useful 
and beneficial quota system for Palestine will shortly receive the 
detailed expert consideration it requires. For, in the circumstances, 
it does at least offer a possible solution of the problem of arranging 
for a substantial increase of Palestine’s exports—an increase on which 


the continued om and prosperity of the country’s industries must 
largely depend.

Richard II 


Triumph for Maurice Evans 


The Old Vic have bravely presented a repeat production of 
Shakespeare's Richard IL in this season, and those who have any 
taste for superb Shakespearean acting will be grateful but not 
surprised. For the performance of Maurice Evans as the luckless 
Richard of Bordeaux and the perfect foil provided by Abraham 
Sofaer’s Bolingbroke combine to make this great play shine in all the 
beauty of its subtle characterisation, breathlessly lovely poetry, »nd 
dramatic excitement. It is a production that simply must not be 
missed by even the mildest Shakespearean enthusiasts; while for 
the timid many, who are a trifle scared by the difficulties of 
Elizabethan drama, it is an excellent opportunity of beholding it 
in its most easily appreciable form. 

Mr. Evans gives a full length portrait of Richard, carefully and 
cleverly following Shakespeare's brilliant delineation of this very intelli- 
gent but very unwise young man. We are shown his qvick wit, his innate 
sense of the poetic, his fatal “fantasising,” and the kind of intellectual 
petulance which cannot cope with muddy-minded cunning and coarse 
intrig ring greed. We love him despite exasperation at his perfectly 
understandable folly. How patiuetically he fails to estimate the sting 
of his ready irony! And over against this we have the Bolingbroke of Mr. 
Sofaer, politic, discreet, an absolute realist, playing silently and 
mercilessly with the voluble Richard like a cat with amonuse. They aro 
quite ideal in these contrasting roles. Alan Napier's Gaunt is impressive 
at the end, but a trifle weak for this dour old man. There is fine acting 
also by Alan Webb, Frank Napier, and Leo Gonn; and Vivienne Bennett 
makes the mostof the small part of Richard's queen.

DOMESTIC DRAMA AT THE DUKE OF YORK’'S 

Mr. Vernon Sylvaine has written one of the most sincera 
domestic dramas that the West End has seen for sometime. His 
man and wife are, one feels, unquestionably real, even though the 
man, and more so the girl, are far from common types. Above all, 
he has achieved an overriding irony by making the novelist husband 
the ultimately reasonab'e partner, and the domesticated wife a girl 
with the soul of a poet, whose tragedy it is to have to express her- 
self in her own life instead of in an artificial medium. 

The author has taken on amuch greater problem than the relations 
of Joan and Richard in this beautiful and sensitive study. He is right up 
against the difficulty of inducing the average case-hbardened audience to 
sympathise with the pitifully unsympa hetic charaeter of Joan— 
unsympathetic, that is, for the majority of people whe only see in a girl 
such as this for whom love is the holy of holies and to tarnish it the 
ultimate sin, a depressing and irritating, jealous bore. In brief, the story 
tells of how this young couple come to grief because he is sexually 
impulsive and she cannot possibly regard even such a trifling aberration 
on her hasband’s part as kissing one of her girl friends as anything but a 
betrayal of their sacred union. 

The tragedy lies in the fact that both Joan and Richard profoundly 
love each other: but whereas Richard, having a virile active and 
independent intelligence, can analyse his feelings, love to Joan is an all- 
defying synthesis. To tae the edge off Joan's recalcitrance it is plainly 
hinted that in fact the spiritual and physical synthesis has alreiwdy been 
broken by the evaporation on the part of the husband of the latter form 
of affection—-but that opens up the whole question as to whether this 
domestic disharmony wa: not merely the expression of sex-starvation on 
Joan’s side, and presents a convincing but far less intriguing explanation. 

As a play the story reaches tension too early, or rather the dramatic 
gradient rises steeply and is kept at that pitch so long by the same cause 
that Joan’s exasperating unreasonableness becomes tiring. We believe, 
however, all the more in her poetic temperament and supreme sense of 
the sacred because Kathleen O'Regan, who gives a superb perform- 
ance as Joan, allows us to hear her lovely Irish accent, and we 
all have simple faith in the unpractical spirituality of that race. Mr. 
Ion Swinley gives a finely sensitive piece of acting as Richard. He 
knows how to combine strength with charm and how to portray the grief 
of a first-rate mind. Itis worth a visit to the Duke of York's Theatre, 
even if you are too materialistic to pity Joan, orif you have sensitive 
withers and resent the story accordingly, just to see the wonderful acting 
of these two: and to laugh at the humour, not one whit overdone, which 
Edie Martin provides as the most. believable of charladies. Guy 
Middleton gives a clever sket_h of a philandering, brainless, thick-skinned 
bore, and Meriel Forbes, with her lovely voice and provocative prettiness, 
is perfectly cast as the girl whose kissableness was Richard's downfall,

GALSWORTHY FESTIVAL SEASON | 

Because in this play, as in the majority of his dramatic works, 
Galsworthy dealt with fundamenials and their dramatic inter-action, 
there is not the slightest suggestion of “ dating "’ aboutit. Of course, 
since it was written, there has sprung up a more merciful practice 
of treating first offenders, so that the chances are that to-day a 
young man like Falden in this play would not be pitchforked quite 
so ruthlessly into a convict prison because, as a result of intense 
stress and innate weakness of character, he stole money from his 
employer by altering the amount of a cheque and pocketing the 
difference. But the dramatic struggle remains perfectly fresh 
because the essential struggle is inevitable in any system of society 
short of perfection—which is to say that it is, humanly speaking, 
eternal. 

Mr. Leon M. Lion, who presents “Justic>” at the Playhouse as the 
first in a Galsworthy Festival Season, besides giving a very impressive 
performance himself as the Counsel for the Defence, produces with a 
mature and experienced efficiency this fine work. It is a pity that 
mechanical exigencies connected with change of scenes involve three 
rather long intervals between the four acts, pauses which are bound 
to give iise to restlessness in view of the acute suspense created 
by the play. The cast is distinguished, with that great young actor, 
Stephen Haggard, giving a poignantly moving performance as the 
defaulting solicitor’s clerk; Gwen Ffrangcon - Davies playing Ruth 
Honneywill with such subtlety and imagination that we feelin our very 
bones the fine inevitability of the tragedy; Malcolm Keen giving us a 
Judge whom we can quite believe would take the peculiarly narrow

The New Vaughan Williams 


FOURTH SYMPHONY TURNS ITS BACK ON THE OTHERS 


Till his Pianoforte Concerto of a year or two ago, one had 
always looked upon Vaughan Williams as a mystical composer, 
seeped in folk-lore, expressing his Celtic origin in wandering 
counterpoint and dreamy harmonies that had as little as possible 
to do with the twentieth century. Suddenly we were presented 
with a percussive pianoforte concerto that had obviously been 
written here and now. Was it a flash in the pan? His 
new work was eagerly awaited. It was announced as a 
symphony, his fourth; and it was sketched in 1931-2 and com- 
pleted last year. It is dedicated to Arnold Bax—particularly, 
perhaps, the lovely cadence figure that is given to the flute in the 
andante. Far from being disappointed, the audience at its first 
performance (by the B.B.C. under Adrian Boult last week), showed 
the greatest enthusiasm one has seen for some time in the Queen's 
Hall. 

And quite rightly so; for it is as closely knit, economical and 
vital as his earlier symphonies were diffuse and (to stretch a point) 
anemic. Set out in the four conventional movements it is founced 
throughout on two simple four-note themes, the first slightly varied 
from B.A.C.H. and the second mounting progressively to a semi. 
tone above the octave. Every possible meaning seems to be 
extracted from the variants of these notes and the result is recorded 
in what is called by the composer an epilogue, but is more in the 
nature of asumming up. The whole symphony takes only half-an- 
hour to play and one is kept tensely exhilarated throughout. It 
will, no doubt, be performed often enough to enable one to form a 
more permanent opinion of its value. F.G.S. 


“ Dante’s Inferno” 

At the London Musical Club, last week, Mr. Michael Zacharewitsch, 
who is well known for his tireless endeavours to present music that 
is really worth playing, performed, with Miss Editha Braham, a 
work of his own entitled “ Dante's Inferno,” a double violin concerto. 
Unfortunately this music, eked out as it was by lantern-slides 
of associated interest, was not of intrinsic musical value. Mr. 
Zacharewitsch’s playing, as ever, lacked little if anything in 
technique. Mr. Joseph Saxby was at the piano. L G.R.

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The Song of Songs 


By AUNTIE 


HIS morning, as I write, I was aroused 
out of my slumbers before five 
o'clock by a blackbird perched on a 
tree outside my window singing at 
the top of his voice. I confess that sweet 
though the song was I was nearly tempted 
to consign the feathered bard to a more 
tropical clime, but before I could yield to 
this unworthy temptation he decided that it 
was time for breakfast, and silence reigned 
once more apart from the subdued chirpings 
of some courting sparrows. As I got up and 
looked out on my own and my neighbours’ 
gardens I noticed the peeping white of 
diffident blossoms, and despite a tang in the 
air, I realised that Spring was ready to vurst 
upon us and indeed that ~Summer-time~™ 
was not far behind. 


A BIBLE MYSTERY 


These refreshing vernal reflections led me 
to remember that the Passover liturgy echoes 
and re-echoes with the lovely strains of the 
Song of Songs, which is appointed to be read 
on the Intermediate Sabbath. How did this 
poem, or cluster of poems, become incorpor- 
ated in the Bible, for it seems to have no 
religious significance, being concerned solely 
with the loves of a humble couple set amid 
the gardens and vineyards of Judea in the 
days of the regal state of King Solomon, who 
is described as casting eyes upon the dark. 
skinned maiden though she rejects the 
glamour of the court for her shepherd wooer ” 
This problem has engaged the consideration 
of critics in many ages. The only other 
book of the Bible in which the name of God 
is not mentioned is that of Esther. Let us 
see whether we can find an answer to this 
question. 


A Prece OF LITERATURE 


Everyone is agreed as to the high literary 


quality of the Song. It contains some of the 
loveliest lines that have ever been penned. 
But this in itself would not warrant its 
inclusion in that collection of religious 
writings which we know as the Bible—the 
Book of Books. The answer is to be found 
in the fact that the compilers of the Bible saw 
in it a mystic allusion to the idyllic relations 
between God and Israel. Those relations 
were conceived as those of a loving husband 
and a cherished wife. The prophet Jeremiah 
speaks in the name of God of a new covenant 
to be made with Israel to replace that made 
when Israel went forth from Egypt which 
Israel broke, “although I was an husband 
unto them, saith the Lord.” And Isaiah 
declares: “ For thy Maker is thine husband— 
the Lord of Hosts is His name.” Similarly 
Hosea speaks of restoring the old relations 
of love between God and Israel: “ And I will 
betroth thee unto me for ever; yea, I will 
betroth thee unto me in righteousness, and

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in judgment and in lovingkindness, and in 
mercy. I will evem betroth thee unto me 
in faithfulness, and thou shalt know the 
Lord.” These words, it may be recalled, are 
quoted as the Trphillin, the symbol of the 
union between God and Israel, are put on. 


THE SPRING FESTIVAL 


And so this Song, redolent of Spring, is 
woven in and out of the prayers of the Spring 
festival that celebrates the plighting of the 
troth between God and Israel. From the 
days of the Exodus, Israel was wed to her 
divine lover, a beautiful union which has 
lasted, despite many vicissitudes, down to 
our own day. The images of the Song of 
Songs are taken to represent the varying 
characters and episodes of Israel's life-story. 
Its inclusion in the Bible and prayer book is 
an illustration of the poetic sense which 
marked the ancient teachers and sages of 
Israel. Nature for them was but a reflection 
of the Divine goodness and love. The love 
of Israel for God is unquenchable: “ Many 
waters cannot quench love, neither can the 
floods drown it.”
